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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The indicated allowability of the claims is withdrawn in view of the following newly 
discovered grounds of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 144-159 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bryan (5,947,965) in view of Wagner (6,416,515; Applicant's own prior patent). 

Bryan clearly discloses the claimed invention except for the tapered interface 
comprising a female threaded portion. However, Wagner discloses that providing a 
tapered connection locked together via a female threaded portion, allows the fixation 
device to be loosely connected for initial placement and adjustment and rigidly and 
securely tightened in a final position, (see, e.g., Fig. 11 and col. 7, line 50 - col. 8, line 
46). It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to have provided the fixation system of Bryan with a tapered interface 
comprising a female threaded portion, in view of Wagner, in order to allow the fixation 
device to be loosely connected for initial placement and adjustment and rigidly and 
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securely tightened in a final position. Regarding the location and size of the features of 
the device, it would have been obvious to determine the same, e.g., to address the 
needs of different patients, since it has been held that mere relocation of features of an 
invention involves only routine skill in the art. In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70. Moreover, a 
change in size is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the 
art. In re Rose, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955).
